One Vladinir^NOVSKIY, who had boon arrested by the 1CVD in 1344, 
returned toHBofiXldSuIgariYr froa the Soviet Union. Up tc./and during the 
war ho owned the restaurant "MOSKVA 11 in Sofia, lie was/arrested in 1944 
for anti-Ccamunist work which he carried on until the arrival of the Soviet 
Array (according to rumors in ROVS) , 

A rather largo group of Russian anti-Communists -were arrested with him. 
Before his release he was in Moscow, froa whicn he cans to Sofia, li re a 
Lord, in a sleeping-car. 

Having returned tc Sofia he told some people that he saw their rela- 
tives in prison camps in Siberia arm taut many of tuon -were soon to be 

freed. 

In particular, we have living in Melbourne a woman -These husband he 
also said he had seen and /he is also to be released seen. Or. the basis 
of letters to this woman, a suspicion has grown up (i cannot confirm it 
today) that he " r ab sent for work for the MVD. 

He stated that one cf the Russians arrested with him in Sofia, one 
AL'BION, on the petition of his -wife to the Soviet government, was released 
and sent to the place of residence cf his wife in Vienna - this you should 
know, as I consider that yeti can expect anything under present day conditions
